When such additions to the 
woodwork have been decided upon, 
use can be made of one of | the 
many kinds of hardboard now on 
the market.

It can be 
used in the same way as plywood 
and it has many advantages over 
the other cheap woods which are

jobs. It never shifts or warps; 
it is easy to saw and can be work-; 
ed and sandpapered. . When paint- 
led it has a smooth, plain finish 
which goes well with modern fur- 
nishing. And it is cheap to buy. 

An excellent use can be made of 
hardboard for modernishing the| 
doors in old houses. Old-fashioned 
doors often have a number of 
igrooved panels which collect the 
dust and make the door look or- 
nate and fussy, especially in con- 
|trast to plain modern furnitore. 
Before the decorations are done the 
doors of a room can be brought 
up to date by covering the entire 
surface of each door with a piece| 
of plain hardboard. If a carpen-; 
ter is called in this job costs about!
